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Ir is with the utmoſt diffidence and not 
a little reluctance that the Author of this 
diſcourſe preſents it to the public; his own 
opinion of it having been very different 
from that of his reverend and learned 


hearers. 


THE1R requeſt, however, for its pub- 
lication was made in ſuch terms and in 
ſuch a manner, as could not be reſiſted 
without the imputation of perverſeneſs 


and obſtinacy.

LUKE xvIII. 34. 


AND THEY UNDERSTOOD NONE OF THESE THINGS, 
AND THIS SAYING WAS HID FROM THEM, NEI- 
THER KNEW THEY THE THINGS WHICH WERE 
SPOKEN. 


N HAT the apoſtles are recorded to have been 
thus ignorant of, was, as we read in the preceding 
verſe, the death and reſurrection of their maſter ; thoſe 
events upon which the whole of our religion is founded. 


'The time when ſo little was underſtood of -the end 


for which our Lord came into the world, was a 


few days only before he left it, while he was upon his 
journey to the paſſover, to fulfil the ſacrifice typified in 


that feaſt. 
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To theſe men, confeſſedly ignorant of what they 
were to teach, bigoted in all the prejudices, and devoid 
of the learning of their countrymen, was the com- 
miſſion given, to go into all the world anc preach the 
goſpel to every creature. What then ſhall we ſay of a 
ſyſtem conſigned to ſuch hands? What means remained, 
by which the goſpel could be preached to every creature? 
With men indeed this was impoſlible, but with God all 
things are poſſible. The light of nature, like the uncer- 
tain glimmerings of an earthborn meteor, would have led 
the mind benighted and bewildered, through endleſs 
mazes and perplexities ; till at laſt, ſunk in the abyſs of 
of Jewiſh prejudices, it would have demanded a ſign, 
and eſtabliſhed a temporal prince as its Meſſiah, But 
when the meridian ſplendor of revelation burſts: upon 
the mind, it at once acknowledges, that the fooliſh- 
neſs of God is wiſer than men, and that the weakneſs of 
God is ſtronger than men. Power, that darling of the 
human ſoul, would too ſoon have corrupted the honeſt 
ſimplicity of the firſt eſtabliſhers of chriſtianity : having 
taken their maſter by force to make him a king, they 
would have ſupported his pretenſions and doctrine with 
ſimilar violence. Thus indeed he might have drawn all 
| men

men unto him: imbrued in the blood of the flain, he 
might have ſtood for an enſign of the people, to which 
the Gentiles vo. have ſought. The pointed ſword and 
the impending ax ſpeak all languages, and whether the 
ſyſtem to be introduced is of religion or politics, their 
arguments are not to be withſtood : the miſſionary thus 
ſupported, ſhall gain proſelytes whereſoever he directs 
his courſe. Add fraud to the force, let the ſyſtem pander 
the licentious paſſions of men, or feed their avarice 
with rapine, and it ſhall become inveterate in their 
minds, blended with, and dear to them as their vices. 


Not ſo the bleſſed Jeſus ; the only power he exerted, 
was that given him by his Father over all fleſh, that he 
ſhould give eternal life ; the only victory he fought for, 
was that over the great ſpiritual enemy, the prince of the 
powers of darkneſs ; the blandiſhment he uſed towards 
his diſciples, was to aſſure them that they muſt take up 
their croſs to follow him. View his life, from his firſt 
drawing his breath in a ſtable to his laſt expiring agony 
under the hands of his murderers, and what is there in 
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the whole that does not beſpeak him a king, but not 
of this world; conſider the proſpects of his early fol- 
lowers, and ſay, whether if in this life only they had 
hope in Chriſt, they were not of all men moſt miſerable. 
Chriſt ſought not worldly means to diſſeminate his goſ- 
pel : he choſe the fooliſh things of the world to confound 
the wile, and the weak things of the world to confound 
the things which were mighty. Theſe fooliſh, theſe 
weak things, were witneſſes unto him, both in Jeruſalem 
and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermoſt 
parts of the earth. The ſtrength indeed of the Lord is 
made perfect in weakneſs : the propagation of this ſyſ- 
ſtem with theſe ihſtruments, could only have been 
effected by the miraculous interpoſition of that Being, 
which called light out of darkneſs. We ſhall receive the 
fulleſt conviction of this, if we take a view of it in all its 
circumſtances, which, according to the calculation that 
human wiſdom can furniſh, we ſhall find exhibiting 
only one continued ſcene of uninterrupted and unſur- 
mountable difficulties.

So 
Let us begin with ſuppoſing, that theſe Galileans 


could have compaſſed ſea and land to make proſelytes, 
let us ſuppoſe, that by their zeal, the grace of God that 
bringeth ſalvation might have appeared unto all men: I 
would aſk then what reception it was likely to meet with, 
when it taught, that denying ungodlineſs and worldly 
luſts, men ſhould live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly 
in this preſent world, Whether we look towards the 
Jews or Gentiles, towards thoſe who worſhiped God, or 
thoſe who worſhiped him not; at the time of our 
Savior's coming, we ſhall find wickedneſs and a total 
depravation of manners reaching their higheſt point, and 
reigning univerſally among all claſſes of men. For this 
we have the expreſs teſtimony not only of ſcripture, but 
of their own writers, whether Jews or Gentiles : and 
we muſt all have obſerved, how much vice weakens 
the underſtanding, and infatuates the judgment; and 
in particular, what a thorough inaptitude it cauſes in 
the mind, to the reception of religious truth. How 
then ſhould the common preacher of righteouſneſs con- 
vert a world, which thus hearing heard and did not un- 
derſtand, which ſeeing ſaw and did not perceive? How 
much ſoever men may be induced, through education 
and 
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3 
and cuſtom, outwardly to conform to a religion which 
they inwardly violate, and to reconcile practical atheiſm 

with profeſſed belief; yet the real and voluntary chang? 
of religion implies ſomewhat of principle awakened in 
the mind; and the heart muſt have felt, when a religion 
of the heart is thus embraced. The difficulty is not a 
little increaſed, when, as in the caſe before us, more 
ſevere injunctions are added by the new religion; when 
points of morality are inculcated, which Jewiſh tradi- 
tions, and Gentile philoſophy had gradually eraſed. It 
is evident how little the world was prepared for a ſyſtem 
of ſuch holineſs, or indeed of holineſs at all, when both 
Jews and Pagans had ſeparated virtue from religion; 
which they ſeemed to agree in reducing to mere rites 
and ceremonies: with this difference however, that the 
Jews were bigoted in the higheſt degree to their cere- 
monial law, which, from the conſideration of its divine 
origin, they eſteemed everlaſting and of perpetual obli- 
gation : while the Gentiles, even of the firſt abilities and 
acquirements, diſplayed the utmoſt indifference to reli- 
gion in general, all of which they ſuppoſed like their 
own, and condemned it unheard as fable and inconſiſtent 
_ forgery. - Diſpoſitions theſe, which allow no one ſyſtem 


to 


E 
to take place generally, and which appear each to mili- 


tate in the ſtrongeſt manner againſt chriſtianity; and this 


more eſpecially when we conſider the reſpective opinions 


conſequent on theſe diſpoſitions. Among the nations, 
religion was not eſteemed a perſonal concern, and a man 
was thought to have fulfilled his duty in this particular, 
when he conformed to the eſtabliſhed mode of the coun- 
try in which he lived. Among the Iſraelites, there was 
no one who did not expect that the Meſſiah ſhould be a 
temporal prince, ſent to deliver them from the Roman 
yoke ; and that all the magnificent language, in which the 
prophets had at times ſpoken of him, ſhould inſtantly be 
fulfilled in the grandeur of his reign. With theſe 


expectations, this affection for their law, and their con- 


ſequent contempt and abhorrence of the Gentiles, it 
ſcarcely excites our aſtoniſhment, that they ſhould reject 
the doctrine of a crucified Savior, which declared that 
their ceremonies had been appointed only as figures for 
the time then preſent ; and ſtill leſs, that they ſhould 
oppoſe the kingdoms of this world becoming the king- 
doms of the Lord and of his Chriſt. The averſion was 
mutual ; and amongſt the Gentiles it appeared no trifling 
addition to the ſcandal of the croſs, that the Savior and 
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1 
his apoſtles aroſe out of the deſpiſed tribes of Iſrael: to 
paſs over the contempt which they received from all 
parties, for the meaneſs of their extraction and education. 


If all theſe cauſes ſeem to leave no reaſonable 
hope of the eſtabliſhment of chriſtianity, what ſhall we 
ſay, when the kings of the earth ſet themſelves, and the 
rulers take counſel together againſt it? In addition to 
the motives which influenced other men, the crooked 
policy of ſtate contrivance diſtorted the minds of the 
rulers from admitting the bright beams of the goſpel. 
The chief prieſts and the Phariſees thought that 
Jeſus might cauſe the Romans to come and take away 
both their place and nation, and from that day they took 
counſel together to put him to death ; having ſucceeded, 
their characters with the people were concerned ever 
after, to oppoſe his doctrine and its profeſſors. To the 
bloody tyrants who filled the imperial ſeat at Rome, the 
increaſing numbers of the chriſtians ſupplied the. motive, 
and their own power the juſtification, for uſing all means 
to ſuppreſs this religion. The conſequences, which are 
but too well known, prove the depravity of man, and how 


vainly 


E 


vainly he exerts his utmoſt power to eradicate the ſmall- 
eſt grain, which God hath planted. 


Such diſſiculties preſented themſelves from the per- 
ſons to whom the goſpel was to be preached; but did there 
none ariſe from the preachers themſelves? At the death 
of our Savior, we ſee them all confounded and ſcattered ; 
and even after his reſurrection, whenever they venture to 
aſſemble, the doors are kept ſhut for fear of the Jews. 
From whence then ſhould they receive courage to teſtify 
to this people, whom they dreaded ſo much and with ſo 
much reaſon, that they had crucified the Lord of glory? 


If their maſter's reſurrection and aſcenſion ſo far revived 


their drooping ſpirits, that they could ſtill truſt, that it 


might be he who ſhould redeem Iſrael ; yet what proof of 


this could they poſſibly give to the Jews? Their maſter 


had himſelf been approved of God among them, by 


miracles and wonders and figns ; and yet who believed his 


report, and to whom was the arm of the Lord revealed ? 


How again ſhould theſe men be ſo far diveſted of 


their prepoſſeſſions as well as their fears, that they 
ſhould attempt the converſion of the Gentiles, or ever 
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10 
the Samaritans? So ſtrongly were they tinctured with 
the national expectation of a temporal Meſſiah, that even 
after the reſurrection of our Lord, we find them aſking 
him, Wilt thou at this time reſtore again the kingdom 
to Iſrael? Are theſe then the men, that ſhould gather 
the ſheep which were not of that fold, ſo that there 
ſhould be one fold and one ſhepherd ? If they were able, 
like St. Paul, to wiſh themſelves accurſed for their bre- 
thren their kinſmen according to the fleſh, yet how 
ſhould they ſo far unlearn their prejudices as to fee, that 
when they preached the goſpel to the Gentiles, thev were 
not taking the childrens bread and caſting it unto 


dogs? If the mind of any one of them ſhould be ſo far 
- enlightened, as to engage in this labor of love, how 


ſhould he gain over his fellow-laborers, to a cauſe fo 
oppoſite to their hopes and wiſhes ? But ſuppoſing them 
all willing to bear the name of Jeſus, before the Gen- 
tiles and kings and the children of Iſrael ; yet how ſhould 
they be able to preach the word, amongſt men, of whoſe 
languages they were ignorant ; and how ſhould they at 
once become poſſeſſed of all the different languages, that 
were ſpoken in that immenſe tract of country, where they 
were to preach? And if they could thus bear teſtimony 


to 


„ 
to the great facts of chriſtianity the crucifixion, reſur- 
rection, and aſcenſion of our Lord, yet how ſhould they 
be able to ſhew, that Chriſt or to have ſuffered theſe 
things and to enter into his glory? How ſhould they 
gain a perfect knowledge of that comprehenſive ſyſtem, 
which the angels deſire to look into; and be able to 
. make known, what is the riches of the glory of this 
myſtery among the Gentiles? After all, what ſhould 
prevent their deep-rooted attachment to the law from 
ſhewing itſelf ; and if it did ſhew itſelf, (as we know 
it did in ſome, turning again to the weak and beg- 
garly elements) how ſhould the goſpel ſtand, and ſtand 


too in its native truth, ſimplicity, and liberty. . 
I know but one method to ſolve theſe difficulties. 
The apoſtles of Jeſus were baptized of the Holy Ghoſt. 


Though it muſt be owned, that in the propagation 
of the goſpel, under the circumſtances and in the time it 
was propagated, the hand of God would have ſtood con- 
feſſed, even had all earthly powers contributed their aid : 
yet undoubtedly the ſtrongeſt and moſt convincing argu- 
ment we have of the divine origin of the goſpel, ariſes 
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12 
rrom the unpromiſing and inadequate means applied to 
its eſtabliſhment. We can have no doubt, that Chritt is 
the power of God and the wiſdom of God, when we tec 


him chooſing twelve deſpiſed Galileans, to perfect the 
ſcheme of the goſpel ; men, who forſook him and denied 
him, and who during the time of his ſojourning here, 
never underſtood his meaning. Was there ever an 
impoſtor, who formed a ſcheme that was not to be 
unfolded, to his neareſt adherents, till after his death, 
and could there be any collufion, with men totally 
ignorant of the ſyſtem that was to be propagated ? 
Had Jeſus choſen men of knowledge for his followers 
and left them fully inſtructed in his ſcheme—had they 
afterwards preached with enticing words of man's wiſ- 
dom, it might have been ſuſpeted, that the whole 
was the feet of man's wiſdom : but now it ſtands in the 
demonſtration of the ſpirit and of power. Had Teſus ond 
appeared with miracles, it might poſlibly ſtill have been 
ſaid, that his coming was after the power of Satan, with 
all power and ſigns and lying wonders : but after the day 
of pentecoſt, when he had fulfilled his promiſe to his diſ- 
ciples that they ſhould do greater works than he did, the 
comforter did indeed reprove the world of fin, of righte- 

ouſneſs,

ouſneſs, and judgment. Had the goſpel been preached; 
and preached to the Gentiles, ſo that no ſuſpicion could 
be entertained againſt its authenticity ; they might yet 
fear, that they were ſtill aliens from the commonwealth 
of Iſrael, and ſtrangers from the covenants of promile : 
but after God had ſealed them, and given them the 
earneſt of the ſpirit in their hearts, no doubt could 
remain, that they were fellow-citizens with the ſaints 
and of the houſhold of God. When ſuch are the effects 
of the illumination of the ſpirit, may not every one of us 
exclaim, with him who ſhed it forth, I thank thee, O 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, tha: thou haſt hid 
theſe things from the wiſe and prudent, and haſt revealed 
them unto babes. 


But let us carry our views a ſtep further, to the 


conſideration of the manner in which they were revealed; 


from whence will ariſe new cauſe of adoring the wiſdom 
of God. In the works of nature, we obſerve the utmoſt 
contrivance joined to the moſt perfect ſimplicity ; and the 
further philoſophy can puſh her inveſtigations, the more 

does

does the admire the exactneſs, with which each link of 
the great chain of cauſes is adapted to the production of 
its effect. In the moral world, the like diſplay of wiſ- 
dom and goodneſs is to be obſerved : but moſt particularly 
in the diſpenſation of the fullneſs of times, where no 
operation of the ſpirit was beſtowed, which does not 


ſeem wanting, both in the degree and for the time it was 
_ exerted, to the confirmation of the truth; none was 
denied, which could be neceſſary to its general eſtabliſh- 
ment. If we conſider the diverſities of gifts which pro- 
ceeded from the ſpirit, as they are recorded and appealed 
to by the apoſtles, we muſt be convinced of the truth of 
St. Paul's obſervation, that the ſpirit was given to every 
man, to profit withal. What indeed muſt have been the 
ſtate of the different churches, if none of their members 
had been conſtituted by the Holy Ghoſt apt to teach, 
none been appointed to rule, and no power of difcern- 
ing the ſpirits been left with them? The like, though 
perhaps in alefs degree, may be obſerved of all the other 
gifts, of whoſe deſign and effect we are fully informed. 
But with the office of the apoſtles we are moſt 
acquainted, as in it we are molt intereſted. The apoſ- 
tles were the perſons appointed to declare the righteouſ- 


neſs 


1 
| neſs of God: upon the foundation of the apoſtles and 
the prophets, is the whole church built; Jeſus Chriſt 
_ himſelf being the chief corner ſtone. The ſcripture 
which at this day directs our faith and practice, and 
which, as we jultly hold, containeth all things neceſſary 
to ſal vation, comes to us either written by theſe men, 
or reviſed by them and ſanctioned by their approbation. 
It was the commands of theſe apoſtles of the Lord and 
Savior, that the primitive church was to be mindful _ 
of; and it was the form of ſound words which it had 
heard from them, that it was to hold faſt. It is true, 
that God ſet both evangeliſts and teachers: the buſineſs 
however of theſe was not to convert, but to ſet in order 
things that were wanting, and to inſtruc as they them- 
ſelves had been inſtructed. The apoſtles planted the 
churches, and having planted them, were obliged by 
the extenſiveneſs of their commiſſion, to leave them to 
be watered by theſe their fellow-laborers. From the 
hands of the apoſtles did the churches receive the 
Holy Ghoſt ; and from no other hands does this illu- 
mination appear ever to have been received. The 
apoſtles therefore, as St. Paul clearly intimates to the 
Romans, had the firſt fruits of the ſpirit; to. them 
| of 
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of whom ſo much was required, much alſo was given, 
and illumination was vouchſafed in proportion to the 
greatneſs and extent of their office. They had the word 
of wiſdom, and the word of knowledge ; the powers of 
their minds were extended ſo as inſtantaneouſly to receive 
the ſcheme of the goſpel, and at the ſame time a clear 
comprehenſive view of the types, allegories, and pro- 
phecies, that referred to it under the old diſpenſation. 
This treaſure, which, as it is expreſſed by one of them, 
they had in earthen veſſels, Zhey alſo held, not for 
their own glory or their own advantage, but only as 
a ſacred depoſit for the edifying of the body of Chriſt. 
At the firſt effuſion on the day of pentecoſt, the whole 
was not neceſſary for this purpoſe, the whole therefore 
was not given: at that time the apoſtles were not ſent, 
but unto the loſt ſheep of the houſe of Iſrael ; and accord- 
ingly the goſpel only as far as it related to them, was at 
that time revealed. It is moſt evident, that the apoſtles 
had not then a ſuſpicion, that they were to preach even to 
the devout Gentiles : for this a new commiſſion and a new 
effuſion of the Holy Ghoſt were neceſſary. Yet {till 
were they wholly ignorant, that the /u/ineſs of the Gen- 
tiles was to come in: for this work two new apoſtle: 


Were 
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Ae 
were called, and again were the diſciples filled with the 
Holy Ghoſt. Then and not till then, was the goſpel 
fully laid open, and the myſtery revealed, which had 
been kept ſecret ſince the world began. Thus had the 
apoſtles the Holy Spirit conſtantly and in its utmoſt ful- 
neſs reſiding in them, and enriching them in all utterance 
and in all knowledge; till having finiſhed the work 
which the Lord had given them to do, they reſigned 17 
with their own ſpirits, into his hands. A ſhort time 
after, at moſt long before the cloſe of the ſecond century, 
all the other illuminations of the ſpirit ceaſed alſo. The 
church had now overcome all difficulties, it had taken 
deep root, and had filled the land: having then received 
its canon of ſcripture, having received the witneſs of the 
Holy Ghoſt, it might well be left with that aſſurance of 
our Savior, that the gates of hell ſhould not prevail 


againſt it. 


From this account of the illumination of the ſpirit, 
we may learn what attention we ought to pay to the pre- 
tenfions, which are made to it in the preſent day. We, 


who confeſs that we have it not, cannot be ſuppoſed to 
D poſſeſs 
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poſſeſs the gift of diſcerning the ſpirits ; we can however 
try them by the dictates, both of the goſpel and of right 
reaſon. By their fruits ye ſhall know them, ſays our 
Lord: and his apoſtle has ſaid, Though we or an angel 
from heaven preach any other goſpel unto you, than that 
which we have preached unto you, Jet him be accurſed. 
We may aſk theſe highly favcred perſons, for what end 
ſuch an excellent gift is vouchſafed *unto them, what 
new deſign of Providence they are to carry on, and 
what their knowledge conſiſts in: at the fame time 
we may intimate, that neither the bleſſed Jeſus, nor his 
apoſtles, demanded men's aſſent without a proof of their 
miſſion. Believe me for the very worx's fake, fays our 
Savior : and the apoſtle reminds his Corinthian converts, 
that the gu of an apoſtle were wrought among them, in 
all patience, in ſigns and wonders and mighty deeds. 
But theſe men bear witneſs of themſelves ; and their 
practice keeps pace with their pretenſions : they reject 
all learning, and thoſe ſtudies by which they might knov 
the holy ſcriptures, that are able to make us wiſe unto 
ſalvation ; and ſelf- appointed, they take unto themſelve: 
the honor and power of the prieſthood, We know 
the promiſe made by our Savior to his diſciples, that the 

Father 


Ys. 
Father ſhould give them another comforter, that he 
might abide with them for ever, even the ſpirit of truth. 


We acknowledge with the ſincereſt gratitude, this com- 
munion of the Holy Ghoſt with true believers, and we 
earneſtly pray for his aſſiſtance as abſolutely neceſſary to 
us in our ſpiritual warfare : but we make no arrogant 
claim to what was never promiſed us, nor do we pre- 
ſume to wiſh for what is not neceſſary. It is our con- 
cern, ſo to attune our fouls, that they may be ſenſible 
of the ſtill calm voice in which the Comforter will ſpeak 
to them; not impiouſly to demand the ſound from hea- 
ven as of a ruſhing mighty wind. Thus inſpired we can, 
and it is our duty that we /hould, exert our faculties to the 
attainment of a competent knowledge of the goſpel of 
Jeſus Chriſt—thoſe faculties, which the God of wiſdom 
and of all mercies has eſteemed ſufficient for us. This is 
indeed the bounden duty of all men, as far as their ſeve- 
ral ſtations will permit; but in a moſt eminent degree 
of us, whole lips ſhould keep knowledge, and at whoſe 
mouth zhey ſhould ſeek the law. And this ſeems to be 
{till more neceſſary, at a time, when there appears to be 
little of that ſpirit of love, which would make men with 


one mind and one mouth glorify God, — but when after 
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their own luſts, they are heaping to themſelves teachers , 
having itching ears. 


I do not, I cannot doubt, that you, my reverend 
brethren, have all been nouriſhed up, in the words of 
faith and of good doctrine: and I am moſt truly ſenſible 
how much need I myſelf have to apply to you, for 
inſtruction in the myſteries of divine truth. But I will 
venture before I conclude, in a few words, moſt earneſtly 
to exhort you, not to refrain your lips, not to hide the 
righteouſneſs of God within your heart, but to preach it 
in his great congregation. It has been but too cuſtomary 
for miniſters to confine their addreſſes to their flocks 
within the bounds of mere morality : and this has been 
palliated by an alledged want of capacity in the common 
people, to be led into the depths of religious knowledge. 
| If however this incapacity were real, it muſt preclude their 
underſtanding the ſtill more abſtruſe proofs of moral obli- 
gation, and muſt be a ſtanding impeachment of the juſtice 
of the Almighty, who demands the belief of theſe truths. 
By this practice and this reaſoning, we degrade ourſelves 
below the rank of heathen philoſophers, and our hearers 

below 
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below that of men; and we give too much reaſon to the 
favorers of that irregular, ſciſmatical miniſtry, to aſſert 
that we are not preachers of the goſpel. We cannot in- 
deed be too earneſt in declaring that the deſign of our 
Savior's miſſion was, as St. Peter teſtified, to bleſs us in 
turning away every one of us from his iniquities. We 
muſt enforce the practice of the goſpel precepts ; but if 
we are the miniſters of Chriſt, we muſt enforce them by 
means of the doctrine of the goſpel, and upon the mo- 
trves which the goſpel offers. If we are the ſtewards 
of the myſteries of God, we muſt, as good and faithful 
ſtewards, diſpenſe theſe myſteries in his houſhold the 
church: we ſhould otherwiſe in effect ſhut up the 
kingdom of heaven againſt men, by thus preventing the 
light of the glorious goſpel of Chriſt from ſhining unto 
them; we ſhould conceal what manner of love the 
Father hath ſhewn unto them, and we ſhould exclude 
them from the merits of him, who died to redeem them, 
and from the influence of the Holy Spirit, whoſe bleſſed 
operation gave that knowledge, which would thus be fo 
unjuſtly detained from them.
